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Retelling Maine Tales 


Stories about Maine and her 
people have a particular at- 
traction lo natives of the area 
as well as readers outside the 
state, From the earliest 
legends concerning Indian 
natives to the books of current 
writers, Maine literature 
covers a wide range of topics, 
styles and settings. 

C. A, Stephens is credited 
with a story concerning 
Hannibal Hamlin which is 
worth repeating. Entitled 
When Hannibal Hamlin got 
the *Jonal”, the story was 
printed in a book galled 
Maine, My State, which was 
assembled by Maine Writers 
Research Clob in 1919. The 
book is out of print but might 
be located in sone libraries of 
individuals or lowns. 

The story concerns six 
cousins who had gone to live 
with their grandparents on an 
old farm on Lake Pen- 
nesscewassee in Oxford 
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County after the deaths of 
their fathers in the Civil War. 
The adventures of the family 
are recorded in several books 
by Dr. Stephens and are well 
known to those who have 
followed his writings.

Ever wish that you had a 
family health record, easy to 
read and complete with the 
facts you should have on hand? 

The National Foundation- 
March of Dimes, in conjunction 
with the American Medical 
Assoviation and Woman's Day 
magazine, has devised an im- 
portant new tool to make 
keeping track of a family’s 
medical history. simple and 
clear, It is a four-page form 
called the Family Medical 
Record ond, when kept up to 
date, it becomes a valuable 
document upon which both the 
family and physician will de- 
pend. It provides a quick, com- 
prehensive profile of each 
family member's health status 
as well as a record of possible 
contributing factors in certain 
conditions, 

The Record, accompanied by 
an article bf Dr. Virginia Ap- 
gar, the Foundation’s vice- 
president for medical affairs 
appears in the January issue o 
Woman's Day, currently avail- 
able. 

Tdeally, the Medical Record 
should be started before a 
couple marries, so that when 
the woman becomes pregnant 
-~or even before--her doctor 
will already have information 
about her health history and 
background and that of her 
husband, and their parents, 
sisters and brothers. 


Family Data 

Since many conditions may 
follow a definite genetic pat- 
tern, awareness of a disease in 
one member of the family may 
alert a doctor to early symp- 
toms in time to avert advanced 
disease or disabjhty.
